qualities of a play und its author,” he said. “And I also know that the idea is 


wrong. 


"Thinit about it, and you'll 
see the reasoning, It's the actor 
who must Interpret and add that 
thind dimension of ‘life’ to the 
work of a writer. Therefore the 
performer is the one who is 
actually in the Dest position to 
cpprecinte the beauty of a fine 
play,’ 

LIKE GOOD WINE 

Writers whom Sullivan pare 
ticularly appreciates because he 
has appeared in their works In 
the last two years include Her- 
man Wouk ("The Calne Mutiny 
Court Martial"), John Hersey 
(“A Bell ifor Adano”) and Alan 
Baton ("Too Late the Phala- 
rope"). 

“There are so many, many 
different ways to deliver one 
line,” he sald. “You must con-
